During the tioubles 
growing out of the aeisure of the Huytian 
Itepublio steamer the FVench repre«>iitiitive4 
iu Hayti is said to have interfered for the 
purpose of bringing about the oonlbawtion of • 
tiia veiseL Secretary Bayard communicated J 
this fact to the French govertuueut wliich 
promptly disavowed its agent's conduct. 

Mr. Bayai^ doea not appear to think that
